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ECORD  of  the  Distribution 
and  Sale  of  Lots  in  the  town 
of  Losantiville  [now  Cin- 
cinnati], 1789-90. 


HE  section  (No.  18)  and  fractional  section  (No. 
17)  on  which  the  town  of  Losantiville*. .(now 
the  city  of  Cincinnati)  was  laid  out,  were  pur- 
chased in  January,  1788,  by  Matthias  Denman,  of 
Springfield,  Essex  county,  New  Jersey,  from  Judge 
John  Cleves  Symmes,  who  had,  the  previous  year, 
patented  the  whole  region  between  the  two  Miamis  ex^* 
tending  back  from  the  Ohio  river  to  a line  which  would 
include  six  hundred  thousand  acres.  Mr.  Denman  with 
a party  of  others  interested  in  these  Miami  lands,  started 
from  New  Jersey,  in  July,  1788,  to  commence  the  set- 


^So  named  by  Mr.  Filson,  schoolmaster  and  surveyor,  L-os-anti-ville,  intended  to 
mean,  toivn  opposite  the  mouth  of  the  Licking,  General  Arthur  St.  Clair,  Governor  of  the' 
North  Western  Territory,  on  his  first  visit  to  the  place,  January  ad,  1790,  changed  it  to 
Cincinnati  in  honor  of  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati  of  which  he  was  a prominent  member. 
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tlement.  They  arrived  at  Limestone  (noiv  Maysville 
Kentucky)  about  the  middle  of  August.  Denman  went 
to  Lexington,  and  there  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
Col.  Robert  Patterson  and  John  Filson,  to  lay  out  a 
town  on  his  purchase  and  establish  a ferry.  In  the  end  of 
September,  these  proprietors  with  Judge  Symmes,  Israel 
Ludlow  and  a considerable  party,  arrived  opposite  the 
mouth  of  the  Licking,  and  commenced  the  survey. 
Messrs.  Symmes,  Patterson,  Filson  and  a number  of 
the  men  went  back  into  the  country  to  examine  the  in- 
terior of  the  purchase,  while  Denman  with  Ludlow  and 
his  surveyors  took  the  meanderings  of  the  Ohio  from 
the  Little  Miami  down.  On  the  5th  of  October,  Mr. 
Filson  strayed  from  his  party  when  about  five  miles 
from  the  Big  Miami,  and  was  killed  by  the  Indians. 
This  so  deranged  their  plans  that  they  all  returned  to 
Limestone,  where  Denman  entered  into  a new  agree- 
ment, with  Patterson  and  Ludlow,  substantially  the 
same  as  the  one  to  which  Filson  was  a party.  Denman 
returned  to  New  Jersey,  and  Patterson  to  Lexington. 

In  the  end  of  December,  Mr.  Ludlow  having  com- 
pleted his  plat  of  the  proposed  town,  returned  with  a 
party  of  surveyors  and  others  to  mark  the  lots  and 
commence  the  settlement.  On  the  7th  of  January,  1789, 
the  drawing  took  place  for  the  donation  lots,  being  one 
in-lot  and  one  out-lot  to  each  of  the  first  thirty  settlers, 
under  the  following  agreement  : 


Lots  in  the  town  of  Losantiville. 
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i(  Conditions  on  which  the  donation  lots  in  the  town  of  Losan- 
tiville are  held  and  settled. 

“ The  first  thirty  town  and  out  lots  to  so  many  of  the  most 
early  adventurers  shall  be  given  by  the  proprietors,  Messrs.  Den- 
man, Patterson  and  Ludlow,  who  for  their  part  do  agree  to 
make  a deed  free  and  clear  of  all  charges  and  incumbrances 
excepting  that  of  surveying  and  deeding  the  same  so  soon  as  a 
deed  is  procured  from  Congress  by  Judge  Symmes. 

“The  lot-holders  for  their  part  do  agree  to  become  actual  set- 
tlers on  the  premises ; plant  and  attend  two  crops  successively 
and  not  less  than  one  acre  shall  be  cultivated  for  each  crop  and 
that  within  the  term  of  two  years — each  person  receiving  a dona- 
tion lot  or  lots  shall  build  an  house  equal  to  twenty  feet  square 
one  storey  and  half  high  with  a brick  stone  or  clay  chimney 
which  shall  stand  in  front  of  their  respective  in-lots  and  shall 
be  put  in  tenantable  repair  within  the  term  of  two  years  from  the 
date  hereof. 

41  The  above  requisitions  shall  be  minutely  complyed  with 
under  penalty  of  forfeiture,  unless  Indian  depredations  render 
it  impracticable.  Done  this  seventh  day  of  January,  one  thous- 
and seven  hundred  and  eighty-nine.” 

Mr.  Ludlow,  as  agent  of  the  proprietors,  kept  a 

Record  of  the  Distribution  and  Sale  of  Lots, 

during  the  year  1789  and  1790,  giving  the  names, 
the  numbers  of  the  lots,  and  the  prices  paid. 
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\ This  Record  I propose  to  publish , with  a copy  of  the 
plat,  an  account  of  the  settlement,  and  sketches  of  the 
early  adventurers.  With  this  intent,  I have  collected 
from  time  to  time  considerable  material,  but  much  is 
still  wanting,  and  I now  appeal  to  our  old  citizens  and 
the  descendents  of  these  pioneer  families  for  any  infor- 
mation they  can  give  me  respecting  them. 

I desire  your  co-operaticn  in  the  collection  of  all  facts 
relating  to  any  of  the  persons  named  in  the  following 
list,  which  embraces  every  name  on  the  Record,  but 
would  especially  request  that  you  will  furnish  me  with  as 
full  a statement  as  possible  of  all  you  know  or  can  learn 
with  reference  to  those  families  with  which  you  may  be 
related . 

I will  be  obliged  to  you  if  you  will  make  a thorough 
examination  of  all  family  papers  and  records  within 
your  reach  and  give  me  the  result  of  your  investiga- 
tions, stating  concisely  and  chronologically,  all  facts, 
names,  dates,  and  incidents,  such  as 

Place  and  date  of  birth,  marriage  and  death. 

The  maiden  name,  with  place  and  date  of  birth  and 
death  of  wife  or  wives. 

. The  names,  places  and  dates  of  the  birth  and  death 
of  their  children. 

The  various  residences  of  each,  and  dates. 

Occupation  or  profession. 

Their  services  in  the  Indian  wars.

Date,  term  of  service  etc.,  of  any  office  of  trust  or 
honor  they  may  have  held. 

Copies  of  old  wills,  letters,  memoranda  or  family 
records,  relating  to  them  in  any  manner.  If  you  have 
not  time  to  make  copies  of  these  and  will  entrust  them 
to  me  for  a short  time,  I will  make  copies  of  such  as 
I can  use,  and  safely  return  the  originals  to  you. 

I also  desire  access,  for  consultation,  to  any  of  the 
early  newspapers  printed  in  Cincinnati,  as,  doubtless, 
much  valuable  information  can  be  gleaned  from  them, 
especially  respecting  those  who  remained  here,  in  inci- 
dental notices,  obituaries,  advertisements,  etc.
